Awessor Stoddard has forwarded 


to State Survoyor General Preble fail 
statiatioal report for 1883, which 
Bhowa that there are 34,751 aorss of 
land iaoloaed, and 7,792 under oul* 
tivation. Of this number there .ore 
1,695 acres in whaat, which produced 
25,073 bushels. There are 1,034 acres 
devoted to barley, and the production 
was 17,198 bushels. Oats ia credited 
with . 955 acres, and a production o 
16,309 bushels. In rye there are 26 
aoree, with 200 bushels. There are 
31 acres in corn, with a production 
of 280 bushels. There are 35 acres 
in peas, and a result <>I 630 bushels 
Potatoes are given 405 acres, with a 
product of 33,945 bushels. 
There 


are 12 acres in onions, furnishing 
260 bushels. Of cabbage, there ore 
21 acres, and 113 tons. 
Of carrots 


there are 0 acres, and 109 tons. O 
parsnips, there are 3 acres, with 9 
tons. Of tomatoes, there are 10 acres 
producing 20 tons. In hay, there 
are 16,379 acres, ami the product is 
stated at 37,278 tons. The prod no 
tion of beets is placed at 120 ions, o 
turnips at 92, - of butter at 40,900 
pounds; of cheese ut 5,220 pounds 
and the wool product is 107,260 
pounds. In the county there* are 
336,642 
apple trees, 1,948 peach 


'7*38, 3,133 pear trees, 2,934 plum 
trees, 236 nectarine trees, 257 qninc 
trees, 269 apricot ' trees, 150 prun 
trees, 80 mulberry trees, GO almond 
trees, 220 walnut trees, 2,3i>9 whit 
maple trees, 7,192 elm trees, 2,556 
box elder trees, 14,800 goosberrj 
Tines, 14,390 raspberry vines,. 616 
strawberry vines, and 1,972 grape 
vines. There are 2 breweries in th 
county, manufacturing 26,820 gallons 
of beer. Of live stoclr, there are 3,

cows, 968 calves, 2,800 beef cattle 
96 oxen, 144 bulls, 14,648 stock cattle 
52,369 sheep and lambs, 4,704 Cash 
mere and Angora goats. 1,179 hogs: 
9,612 chickens, 1,698 turkeys, 194 
geese, 1,471 ducks, 1,066 hives o 
bees, these last producing 18,610 
pounds of honey. Thore ore 2 water 
power grist mills, having Q r u n o l 
stone, making 9,000 barrels of flour 
grinding 3,000 bushels of corn, 32, 
000 bushels of barley, and 5,500 
bushels of oats. There is 1 saw 
mill, 2 planing mills, 4 quartz mills 
and 2 imelting furnaces. Thsre aro 
67 irrigating ditches, ,203 miles ia 
length, irrigating 24,171 acres. Thera 
are 4 railroads, or 108 miles. There 
are 2 wood and lumber flumes, flum- 
ing 28,000 of the 28,755 cords of 
woodcut. There are 45,000 catfish, 
brook trout, perch and suckers. In 
1882 there were only 6,443 acres of 
land cultivated. Of wheat, there 
were 1,776 acres, and of barley, 722 
The approximate area of the agri- 
cultural land in the county aggre- 
gates 35,000 acres; of grazing, 400, 
000; of timbered, 80,000; of mineral 
20,000, The assessed value of real 
estate is $2,738,045, and of personal, 
81,235, 745,a total of S3.973.790. Thnre 
are 1,831 registered voters, while the 
population is estimated at 5,000.

, EDITOR • APPEAL—-J have been trav- 
eling the last few days through Mason, 
Jnaita ' and Antelope valleys, and the 
whole ragion of country is under the 
hands of men who are doing what they 
can to bring Nevada to the front,. 
In 


Mason Valley' the farmers are making 
some complaint about lack of water and 
iu listening to them I am led to the 
thought that if all those withont wnter 
vyould go up to, or near the head waters 
of the Walker river, and make proper 
provisions for tho careful husbanding 
of the water, when it is plenty, it would 
be far more satisfactory to nil conoernad 
than to growl aud complain that some- 
one else ia getting more than their share 
of the water. 
Smith Valley farmers 


make 110 complaint about water but fish 
at this time. A large ;numb»r of cattle 
».re dying with what ia kuown us black- 
leg. 
'In Antelope ValloyI notice the 


most complete system of ditching and 
irrigation I have ever seen: it is on the 
ranch of Kirman and Eiokey. 
Ths 


work is that of Hon. T. B. Bipkey under 
whose personal supervision the whole 
system ia carried on, and reflects great 
credit on his energy and intelligence. 
As soon as tho water is used by him it 
ia oairioJ into the river again and passed 
on down to those bolow who in turn 
use it and turn it ou to their neighbors. 
Thus you see no water is wasted as is 
so often claimed; the facts are simply 
these as near us I can determine from 
pretty closa obsoi'vdliou. There is not 
a sufficient quantity of water during a 
dry season, such as tlie last season wits, 
to cover the whole of these valleys, and 
us water is liable to be short any season, 
it would be well for tlie fanners of Ma- 
son Valley to pool their issues and, ii 
necessary, get some State uid and adopt 
and curry out fi system of water r«aer- 
voii-s at points where water can -be 
caught nt tiniest when it is very plenty, 
.with the view of tleuling it out when the 
mast uee'd is fult. 
The sooner such a 


move is made the batter for tho SUte; 
•if the State is over to come to the front 
as either an agricultural or stock raising 
.State, soiuethiug inust be done under 
the enlightened ..policy of the'llepub- 
licau party. Tho question of iuternnl 
improvements,might be curried fovwurd 
to a point where nrtasian wells conic 
be annk by the hid of the National Gov- 
ernment, but should . the Democratic 
party come into power her well known 
hostility to any such a policy would for- 
ever remain a bar to any such move. 
Murk tho prophecy: Tho time will come

It is 
the rule in Nevada for each farmer to 
get all tha water ha can and some 
cnen are so hoggish as to allow water 
to run to waste rather than see the 
next man down stream have any 
benefits from it. It is this foolish 
method of doing business which is ut 
the bottom of most of ths tedious 
and vexations.law suits over riparian 
rigbts," and the result is that tha well 
to do farmers get into a row, and at 
the end of a few years two lawyers 
have raked in the material of both 
farms aud tho ranchers are left al 
most penniless. The plan of sinking 
artesian wells is the best idea of all, 
as it will furnish ranches with a per- 
petual supply of good water indo 
pendent of the streams, which, as a 
rule, run dry in the Summer. As 
far us we can learn there is no area of 
any considerable size iu Nevada that 
wiil not yield plenty of water where 
artesian wells are sunk from twenty 
to thirty feet.

The third volume of H. JH. J3an 


oroft's ' history Of. , Mexico,; which 
forms volume VI in the "History of 
the Pacific States," has just been'is- 
sued. It begins with the opening of 
the seventeenth .century, concludes 
the history'of the reign of the vice 
roys and closes with an exhaustive 
summary of the state of commeroo, 
agriculture, religion and society dur- 
ing tho Miroe hundred'-yoars from 
1500 to 1800. 
The first half of the 


book can be diainiasod with few 
words. Tho story of the rule of th,e 
viceroys-is not interesting. It is a 
repetition, under different men, of 
tha'same features of arbitrary power, 
exercised generally with little judg- 
inont and small care for the rights of 
the governed. 
The annals of tha 


period bristlo with riot and turbu- 
lence; piracy abounded on all the 
coasts and some of the norsaira boldly 
landed nnd sacked towns and monas- 
teries, despoiling the shrines of their 
sacred ornaments of silver and gold; 
there was no government worthy of 
the name, no provisions tor tha de 
fenoe of tho coasts, no measures for 
the preservation of health or the pro 
tectiou of property; much of the gov 
ernment roated with the Governors 
of tha States, as it dues to-day, and 
the major part, of those were venal 
and exacting to an extraordinary do 
gree. 


The last eight chapters are inter- 


esting, us thuy contain a review of 
the indnstrial and 
administrative) 


condition of Mexico from tho open- 
ing of the sixteenth to the nineteenth 
century. Iu detail they consider the 
administrative and judicial systems, 
mines und mining; Agriculture and 
manufactures; commerce; revenue 
and finaiace; the secular clergy; re- 
ligious orders uud society. lu'the 
last chapter the author gives a. broad 
auiVcomprehensive sketch of tha in- 
fluence of Spanish colonization in 
Mexico. Ha again comes to the de- 
fense of tho conquerors, claiming 
that the great diminution in native 
population was due, not to tuu excess 
ive cruelty of European task-masters, 
but to tho diseases which followed the 
new civilization—smallpox, measles 
and probably syphilis; epidemics and 
famines added to the causes which at 
times almost depopulated largo pro?- 
inpes. The Indian raoo ha looks on 
us ^vastly inferior to the Enropeao, 
and the Spaniards wera.justified in 
assigning even the cacique class to 
inferior municipal positions. 
While 


denie'd nearly all legal rights, Mr. 
Bancroft declares that their lot was 
more fortunate than that of the la- 
borer in civilized Germany or Eng- 
land. Society was divided into two 
great classes—the nobles and the 
base—while there v?as an til moat com- 
plete absence of the great middle 
class, which is the main factor in tho 
prosperity and advancement of any 
country. The customs, manners and 
dress, of the people, their family and 
social life, form the subject of the 
remainder of this chapter—the most 
-attractive by style and treatment of 
any in tho book.
